30A TV’s Julias eee Into Taste Awards Hall of Fame 


he long-running series The 3 
prumanaiier 30A TV founder 
Paul Vizard, Redd and Teance 
Blackburn—has been selected in the 
Best Comedy Viewers Choice category 
for the Taste Awards, along with the 
Food Network’s Alex Guarnaschelli, 
Restaurant Impossible, and Best Thing 
I Ever Ate. 


Conceived as a parody tribute to 
cooking legend Julia Child, the 
show—now in its tenth year with 30- 
plus episodes of comedic educational 
segments on cocktails, appetizers 
and dinner—celebrates Ms. Child’s 
culinary art and can be viewed at 30a. 
tv. 


“T am stunned,” said Mr. Vizard. “We 
have been nominated quite a few 
times, but to be inducted to the Hall 
of Fame alongside Alex Guarnaschelli, 
a world class chef, is a big shock and 
compliment. A huge thank you to the 
Taste Awards academy.” 


Mr. Vizard (Julia), Redd (Brooklyn 
Julia) and Ms. Blackburn (Southern 
Julia) will tread the red carpet at the 
awards show in California, where the 
Taste Awards Hall of Fame building 
will be located upon completion. 


The Fort Walton Beach Fire 
Department recently received notice 
from FEMA that it has been awarded 
a SAFER (Staffing for Adequate Fire 
and Emergency Response) grant. The 
city applied for the grant in March of 
this year to help temporarily offset the 
cost of additional personnel needed to 
staff a new fire engine scheduled for 
purchase later this year. 


“These funds are coming at a great 
time as we make needed changes and 
enhancements to our fire department,” 
said Fort Walton Beach Fire Chief Ken 
Perkins. “Response data, industry 
standards, and the most recent 
Insurance Services Office inspection 
indicate an increase in staffing and 
capabilities are needed for our city 
to not only meet current demands, 
but also to prepare the city for future 
growth.” 


The SAFER grant totals $893,994 
and will be paid out over three 
years—$362,430 the first year, 
$362,430 the second year, and 
$169,134 the third year. The city’s 


new fire engine will be purchased 
using half-cent surtax funds of 
approximately $531,660. The fire 


engine must be ordered and built to 
the department’s specifications, and

should take approximately seven to 
nine months. 


Six additional firefighters are required 
to staff the new engine. The city’s 
fire services assessment will also be 
used to fund the city’s portion of the 
additional personnel and other fire 
department enhancements. 


The city has needed a new fire engine 
for some time. In 2018, the fire 
department responded to 4,609 calls, 


nominations over the years, or having 
made a significant impact in the world 
of taste and broadcast entertainment. 


The annual awards have included 
appearances by stars, producers and 


an average of 12 calls per day. Of 
these calls, 36 percent were for fire, 59 
percent were for medical, four percent 
were for traffic crashes, and less than 
one percent were for rescues. Ten 
percent of total calls were to assist 
fire departments in other districts of 
Okaloosa County, leaving parts of the 
city uncovered during these times. 


Additionally, 32 percent of the total 
calls in 2018 took place while other 
calls were active, spreading the

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Jabs at Joe Biden Mask Our Growing Ageism Issue

When 10 presidential candidates finished three 
hours of debating Thursday—covering weighty topics 
like gun control and health care—the biggest social 
media topics were Joe Biden’s teeth. 


And an insult he may have suffered. 


The insult came courtesy of Julian Castro, once 
the youngest member of Barrack Obama’s cabinet, 
who, in a heated exchange, yelled at Biden, “Are you 
forgetting what you said two minutes ago?” 


The crowd gasped. Pundits tweeted. The question 
was perceived as a whack at Biden’s age, which, at 
76, exceeds Castro’s by 32 years. 


As for the teeth? Well, as Biden started to answer a 
question about the NRA, he appeared to have an issue 
with his mouth, which led the internet to speculate 
on whether his teeth were about to “fall out.” 


Now, whether that gaffe was denture related, or 
whether Castro meant to poke at Biden’s memory 
(Castro insists he didn’t), there’s a larger issue here. 
It’s about age, perceived age, and judging someone 
by age. 


Which is a much bigger problem in America than a 
couple of political debate moments. 


YOUNG PEOPLE ARE JUST SMARTER 

When Castro, whose resume mainly consists of 
three years as U.S. Secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development and five years as the mayor of 
San Antonio, seemed to mock the mental capacity 
of Biden, a longtime senator and two-term vice 
president, it no doubt resonated with older viewers. 


WHATS OUR 
POSITION 
ON VAPING? 
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Young people assuming their older counterparts 
can’t keep up. Young candidates presuming they are 
better suited, despite less experience. Young workers 
being promoted as older workers are dismissed. This 
type of thing happens every day in American society, 
where, by next year, it is projected that 17 percent of 
our population will be over 65. 


Seventeen percent. That’s a good deal larger than our 
African-American or Asian populations, and nearly 
the same size as the entire Hispanic population. 


Yet the issue of age discrimination is only whispered 
about, as if part of that stupid assumption that older 
people can’t hear. It’s wrong. It’s insulting. If you 
deride, don’t hire, or dismiss people based on their 
age, it’s a prejudice. Yet it doesn’t seem to invoke the 
anger that other biases do. 


Why? Well, let’s face it. We live in a society that 
worships youth. Our entertainment chases teenage 
viewers (just count the comic-book movies). 
Advertisers have little interest in people over 50. 
Products to remove wrinkles or grey hair fly off the 
shelves. “The youngest to ever” is a coveted title in 
work, politics, and law, while “the oldest to ever” is 
usually reserved for human-interest stories, like an 
80-year-old marathoner, or the 74-year-old Indian 
woman who recently gave birth to twins. 


Meanwhile, there’s the increasing trend to lay off 
workers in their 50s—which is not exactly old in a 
world where life expectancies have increased to well 
beyond 80—and not absorb those fired workers back 
into the workplace. 


This should be a big issue for any presidential 


candidate. But do you ever hear it brought up? 
Virtually every form of discrimination is hashed and

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rehashed on the campaign trail. Yet with more than 
a third of our population over 50—a third!—nobody 
seems to make this a topic. 


A recent AARP study showed that nearly two out of 
three workers 45 and older have experienced age 
discrimination on the job. Another study of 2,000 
workers over 50 showed that more than half were 
forced to leave their jobs at some point due to 
“layoffs, businesses closing, job dissatisfaction or 
unexpected retirement.” Of these, only 10 percent 
found another job of equal pay or rank. 


It seems like everyone can tell you of a former 
executive or high-level salesman who is now 
scrambling to find any kind of career, or driving for 
Uber to pay the bills. 


America used to be a country where the longer 
you worked the more respected you were. We are 
becoming the opposite. 


“Young people are just smarter,” Mark Zuckerberg, 
the CEO of Facebook, once said. 


And now Facebook is considered, by many, to be 
kind of old. 


AGING IN AN AGEIST WORLD 

So when a Julian Castro, used to being celebrated 
as “the youngest to,” takes an apparent jab at an 
older man’s memory, or the internet pokes fun at 
the old guy losing his dentures—or Biden’s reference 
to “a record player’—it’s more than just a tweet. It’s 
all a subtle form of ageism that has crept into our 
culture, despite the very aging of that culture. 


It’s the reason older people today go to such great 
efforts to hide their years. Age once meant venerability. 
Gravitas. These days it’s more about Botox, hair 
plugs and face lifts (all things, coincidentally, that 
Joe Biden has been rumored to have done). 


People say they need to worry about the age of a 
president. What if he loses his capacities on the 
job? What if he dies in office? But it’s worth noting 
the infrequency of such things. Since the 20th 
century, only two presidents died in office who were 
not assassinated. Warren Harding died of a heart 
attack when he was 57. Franklin Roosevelt died of a 
massive stroke when he was 63. 


Old age wasn’t the culprit. Today we have a 
cheeseburger-loving 73-year-old president, Donald 
Trump, who calls Biden, only three years older, 
“Sleepy Joe” and 78-year-old Bernie Sanders, “Crazy 
Bernie.” 


So ageism can come from senior citizens as well. It’s 
built into our culture. For the life of me, I don’t know 
why this isn’t a bigger issue—among candidates 
and society in general—considering the enormous 
attention we give to other forms of discrimination. 
After all, we will never be a single race or gender. 
But all of us, if we’re lucky, will one day be old.

From the Archives... The Long Hike = Part III

Editor’s Note: This year commemorates the Mor- 
gan boys’ historic trek along the John Muir Trail in 
California. The adventure was well documented in 
Beachcomber, and the following article—the third of 
three—appeared in our September 17, 2009 issue. 


We left camp by the light of the moon, undetected 
by our increasingly disturbed fellow hikers. Chatham 
had a map and, with the help of a GPS, we made our 
way to the nearest highway, seven miles to the west. 


By mid-morning, we were hiking alongside Highway 
49, a rural road that would eventually take us back 
to Fresno. We were a rugged-looking trio, to be sure. 
Two weeks without a bath and covered in dust, we 
looked more like homeless vagrants than upscale 
hikers. 


The highway we were on passed through thousands 
of acres of some sort of orchards. We could see 
smoke rising from the coastal mountain range to 
our west. During the day, the smoke intensified and 
firefighting vehicles kept passing us, heading for the 
mountains. 


“Boys,” I said. “We are looking at what appears to be 
the smoke from a raging California wildfire.” 


As a child, I had considered a career as a fireman. 
I have always been fascinated with fire, and conse- 
quently have studied a variety of firefighting tech- 
niques. Also, I had seen the movie Backdraft. 


“Someone needs to set a ‘back fire’,” I said. “These 
fire trucks and helicopters are too busy heading to- 
wards the Pacific.” 


“Wow, Dad,” Eddie said. “Don’t you think we’re in 
enough trouble already? We’ve basically killed a man 
and buried him without telling anybody. We’ve left 
our hiking party without notice, and then there’s 
that horrible stuff that happened with Mongol the 
mule.” 


“There’s still an opportunity for us to be heroes, 
boys,” I said. “And these opportunities don’t come 
along everyday.” 


I gave each of the boys a handful of Ready Wipes, 
and we stretched along a mile of the highway. 


“Just start lighting these things, and toss them over 
there in the brush,” I told them. 


In minutes, a solid wall of flame shot up from the dry 
grasses lining Highway 49. 


“That should help protect this area from the forest 
fire,” I said confidently. 


Almost immediately, there was a wind shift. And not 
just a light breeze. 


“Jeez,” Chatham said. “That wind just shifted direc- 
tions, and it feels like it’s blowing 30 knots.” 


“That might present a little problem,” I mumbled to 
myself. 


Within minutes, the orchards that appeared to 
stretch for miles became engulfed in a sizzling hot 
blaze. 


“I studied dendrology in college,” I said. “But I’ll be 
danged ifI can identify what kind of trees those are.” 


A BABIES!. 
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Across the highway, from a barn-like structure, men 
in turbans began running toward us. 


“Those guys look like Iranians,” Eddie said. “And 
they don’t look happy.”

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“Iranians never look happy,” I said. 
“Can you understand what they’re 
saying?” 


“I don’t know what they’re saying,” 
said Chatham. “And I don’t know if it’s 
a good sign or a bad sign, but there are 
a lot of cop cars heading this way.” 


Behind me, I heard a car door slam. 
Over a loudspeaker, we heard the 
chilling words: “Stop...don’t move!” 


A burly California Highway Patrolman 
charged toward us. “What are you idi- 
ots doing?” he asked. 


“We were setting a back fire to take 
some of the heat out of that approach- 
ing wildfire, sir,” I said. 


“Well, what you’ve done is set about 
10,000 acres of pistachio, almond, 
pomegranate and apricot orchards 
afire,” he said. “These Iranians here 
are a rough bunch on a good day, and 
this doesn’t look like a good day. 


“All of you, get in that patrol car!” he 
shouted over the bizarre noise of the 
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roaring fire and the chanting Irani- 
ans. 


“Either you guys are total idiots or are 
some sort of reverse-terrorist vigilante 
group,” the cop said over his shoulder 
as we sped off, sirens blaring. 


It has been almost a month now, and 
we are still awaiting a hearing and ar- 
raignment on charges ranging from 
simple arson to manslaughter and the 
commission of a hate crime. 


The boys and I left almost two months 
ago on an innocent hike in the Sier- 
ras and today we are incarcerated in 
San Quentin Prison. I am in cellblock 
D, section 3. The boys are in the same 
building, but are below me in section 2. 


If there is a God in heaven, would 
someone please contact Ret. Col. Jim 
Tucker and Lt. Col. (Ret.) Anthony 
Herbert? They are good men, and they 
know all about freedom. 


Alert them to our current situation. 
Also, let them know that the guards 
change shifts at 11 PM.

Neo Blues Star AJ Ghent’s 


By Nikki Hedrick 


AJ Ghent returns to the area Saturday, Oct. 5, for 
the Destin Seafood festival, performing on the AJ’s 
Jumbotron Stage at 8:30 PM. 


“Anytime you got warm weather, some nice water, 
and good food, you can’t complain,” he says. “So 
that’s one of my favorite parts of that side of the 
world.” 


Over the last few years, Ghent has made changes, 
from dropping the word “band” to finding a label 
he is comfortable with under the “Neo Blues” genre 
and focusing more on his family’s history with a 
specific type of guitar playing. 


Ghent is quick to talk about his devotion to music 
and how it’s intertwined with every aspect of his 
life. “My one-year-old goes out on the road with 
me. So even when it comes down to the ‘having a 
baby’ thing, that’s all included in my touring life 
and musical journey.” 


Ghent is the fourth in his family—following a great 
uncle, grandfather, and father—to combine the 
steel guitar and gospel music. Noted as the “sacred 
steel” style, it has proved to be a great influence on 
many guitarists. 


“A lot of times they, my father and grandfather, 
many times don’t really get the credit for such a 
unique sound that they birthed. But I would say 
to the world and I feel like it’s my duty to keep 
spreading that message and making an awareness 
of them. 


“My grandfather isn’t alive today. My father still is, 
but he’s not touring as much. He’s kind of retired 
from the road—it’s kind of like a generational thing. 
Just, if I don’t say nothing, if I don’t push it, I don’t 
know if it would ever be talked about. So I have to. 
I’ve got to put them out there, all respect to them. 


“It’s not like I’m playing anything different,” Ghent 
says of the “Singing Guitar” moniker he’s recently 
adopted. “But a few recordings sparked attention 
on the Internet. And people just kind of started 
going with the whole guitar-singing thing. And so, 
before I knew it, I was just going with it.” 


That go with the flow view has helped Ghent define 
his style on his own terms. “(Growing up) I was 
able to listen to many different types of music. 
I wasn’t supposed to as far as my grandparents 
go,” he says. “My mom, she knew she had a very 
headstrong boy that she birthed, so she kind of 
allowed me to make decisions understanding and 
trusting that I will make the right ones at a very 
early age. 


“And so, with that, my musical vocabulary was 
pretty broad. I listened to, of course, gospel music, 
R&B music, hip-hop and all kinds of influences— 
jazz, everything. By the time I started playing 
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professionally, I found myself on stage just kind of 
playing what I grew up listening to and loving. 


“Before I knew it, I found myself in this genre of 
music,” he adds. “You know how that goes because 
you have to be labeled as something. So it was the 
blues market that I was in. I was playing that a lot, 
and I wanted to give people an understanding of 
who I am and who I was and where I’ve come from. 


“And the best way to do that was to kind of involve 
my childhood musical vocabulary along with what 
the people loved within that genre, which was the 
blues. And the only way I knew I could do that and 
kind of get away with it in a way or have it come 
across the right way was to call the music ‘Neo 
Blues.” 


He credits the success of this concept with fans who 
listen to music without concerns of genres. Ghent’s 
Neo Blues Project album debuted at number 7 on 
Billboard’s Blues chart. “We’re all listening to all 
kinds of music now. So if you’re an artist or you’re 
in a band, it’s kind of hard to key in the love of 
many genres, and then you have to fit into one.” 


Through guidance from his family and even Colonel 
Bruce, Ghent aims to be true to who he is. “And 
then when you get to a certain age and you notice 
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Musical Journey 


that you have a strong personality, like many of us 
do, you realize that I have no choice but to be who I 
am. Because, whether I like it or not, that’s what’s 
going to come out. 


“I won’t stop being who I am and doing things the 
way I do them for nothing. It’s kept me alive. It’s 
kept me happy, and I’m at peace.” 


At the end of the day, the focus is the music—and 
for Ghent, that’s something he never takes for 
granted. “The concert atmosphere can be a party. 
And then, sometimes, the atmosphere can be very 
peaceful, with a healing vibe. Lately, I’ve been 
doing my best to give that, because there are so 
many different things going on in the world today. 
There’s so many different people going through 
all kinds of trauma. The suicide rate, stress rate, 
depression rate...all that stuff has gone through 
the roof. 


“And I feel like I don’t want to always numb people, 
but more so heal. You'll still get that joyful song 
and vibe, but you'll also get this peaceful feeling 
that says ‘Well, hey, you know what, I’m not going 
to go home with the same issues I came here with.’ 
So I’ve been doing my best to try to give that.”

One on One with Destin Seafood Festival 
Honcho Cayce Collins

Beachcomber contributing writer 
Samantha Lambert sat down recently 
for achat with Cayce Collins, who is 
the executive director for this year’s 
Destin Seafood Festival. 


Tell us about  yourself—your 
background, family, etc. 

My family moved to Destin in 1982. 
I graduated from Choctawhatchee 
High School in 1998 and from 
Florida State in 2002, where I earned 
a marketing degree. After college, I 
moved to Colorado for an internship 
with a nonprofit event company and 
came back here in 2004. I worked in 
radio sales and marketing and ran 
the Emerald Coast Poker Run for 
two years.

How did you become involved with 
the Destin Seafood Festival? 

I had been a vendor at the festival

the harbor and heard that the Destin 
Seafood Festival needed a director. 
The Destin Seafood Festival is run by 
the Destin Charter Boat Association. 
Captain Jim Green, the president 
of the DCBA, contacted me in the 
spring of this year. 


What is the history of the Destin 
Seafood Festival? 

The Destin Seafood Festival was 
started in 1978 by the Destin 
Charter Boat Association Women’s 
Auxiliary. The wives of the charter 
boat captains started it “up on the 
hill” where Margaritaville is now 
located. They held a fish fry, which 
was a fundraiser for the DCBA. 


The festival moved many times and 
eventually ended up back on the 
harbor. 


Tell us about this year’s event. 
This year’s festival takes place Oct. 
4-6 on the Destin Harbor. Times are 
4 to 10 PM on Friday, 10 to 10 on 
Saturday, and 10 to 4 on Sunday. 
There will be both local and regional 
food vendors and crafters from all 
over the U.S. There will be hand- 
rolled cigars, fantastic jewelry, sign 
art, and crustacean taxidermy. This 
year’s poster commemorating the 
festival is fantastic! 


What have been the _ biggest 
responsibilities in chairing this 
year’s festival? 

The level of detail. Making sure there 
is adequate power for the vendors 
and vendor relations. 


Who has been a mentor to you 
while working on the Destin 
Seafood Festival? 

Captain Jim Green has been so 
encouraging and supportive. He is 
a steward of his community and is 
extremely familiar with putting on 
big events. Captain Green is very 
hands-on and focuses on how the 
community consumes the event. He 
has been involved with the festival 
for eight years. 


What about those people who have 
been invaluable in putting on the 
Destin Seafood Festival?

Landshark’s: Go for the Whiskey, 
Stay for the Pizza 


This past January 16 marked the 
100th anniversary of ratification of 
the Eighteenth Amendment. Next 
January 17 will mark the centennial 
of the start of Prohibition. So if I had 
gone to the bar at Landshark’s Pizza 
100 years ago, they’d be clearing 
their shelves. Bourbon Heritage 
Month (September) would be Bourbon 
Memorial Month. As it is, Landshark’s 
bar menu boasts some 85 bourbons, 
ryes and Canadian whiskeys, 15 
scotches and 10 Irish whiskeys. They 
have plenty of other spirits, beers and 
wines, too, but I went for the whiskey. 


Landshark’s is right on U.S. 98 in the 
“old” part of Destin. There’s parking 
on the side and benches out front. 
Just inside the restaurant door is a 
counter where you can place orders 
to go (they do a good takeout pizza 
business), and the pizza ovens are just 
behind. A left turn will put you at the 
bar, a horseshoe-shaped seating area 
with a shelf of bottles in the middle, 
and strategically positioned beer taps. 
In the back is “Bourbon Street,” a 
veritable Wall of Whiskey. 


The bartender that night was Clay, 
a smiling young man with a clean- 
shaven head and full beard. He 
greeted me and gave me a food menu 
and whiskey list, both of which can 
also be viewed online on Landshark’s 
website. The emphasis is on bourbon, 
but there are a good number of ryes 
and Canadian whiskeys. Prices range 
from $7 up through $30. You get 
about a two-ounce pour, a respectable 
slug of whiskey. 


There’s lots of inexpensive whiskey 
on the market—some of it very good— 


/ 


but there’s also a lot priced well above 
the $50 mark for a fifth. Just because 
it’s expensive doesn’t mean you're 
going to like it. Landshark’s extensive 
menu gives you a chance to try before 
you buy. Clay gave me all the time I 
needed to make up my mind. 


The place started to fill up—Monday 
Night Football, Jets versus Cleveland. 
Landshark’s has a sports bar vibe, 
with TVs and team memorabilia 
(somebody is a Green Bay fan), and 
the bar patrons—a mix of old and 
young, most of whom looked like 
locals—were affable and enjoying 


each other’s company. Clay kept 
everybody served with a smile and a 
friendly word. 


In honor of the month, I stuck with 
bourbon. In honor of Wild Turkey 
Master Distiller Jimmy Russell’s 
65th anniversary as a_whiskey- 
maker, I started with Wild Turkey’s 
Kentucky Spirit ($8.50), which I’ve 
never tasted. I had it straight, water 
on the side. 


It had been a while since I just sat 
at a bar and overheard conversations 
among patrons. A good bar should 
be like a college library, each seat a 
carrel, where a person can sit and 
pursue his or her own course of 
study. Mine was experimenting with 
adding drops of water to my whiskey. 
No one said a word. 


Landshark’s_ offers $15 tasting 
flights, each a trio of bourbons 
from Jack Daniel’s, Old Forester or 
Woodford Reserve. The menu notes: 
“We won’t bat an eye if you break 
out your notebook to jot down the 
various notes and flavors you’re able 
to discover for yourself.” 


For round two, I ordered Blanton’s 
($14.50), a bourbon I haven’t seen 
on a liquor store shelf in years. I also 
ordered a draft Props Flying Coffin 
IPA, which added up toa Boilermaker. 
In addition to whiskeys, Landshark’s 
offers a large selection of bottled, 
canned and on-draft beers including 
domestic, imported and local micro 
brews, with their own menu. 
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Blanton’s was a pioneer in the rise 
of “single barrel” bourbons, so it has 
buckets of street credibility. It’s about 
the best-smelling bourbon I’ve ever 
met, too, and a great match for the 
fruity/herbal IPA. By this time, the 
bar was full, Cleveland was moving 
toward its victory over New York, and 
pizza-loving diners were everywhere. 


As I enjoyed my drink, I eavesdropped 
on a conversation among three young 
guys a few seats away. They came 
to eat, but by way of an aperitif, one 
ordered a Deep Eddy Sweet Tea. At first 
I thought he meant sweet tea spiked 
with Deep Eddy vodka, but no, there’s 
a sweet tea flavored Deep Eddy. Next, 
he and his pals wondered aloud about 
what sounded like “S’mores vodka.” 


Deep Eddy doesn’t make S’mores 
vodka, but Three Olives does. Clay 
smoothly talked them out of it. They 
ordered some food and switched to 
beer. Crisis averted, Clay.

Why is everyone so jacked up about 

sea salt? Is there really a difference?

There is a difference, Mark, and it’s 
not just in taste, but also in texture 
and processing. Sea salt is produced 
with little processing through the 
evaporation of ocean water or water 
from saltwater lakes. This can leave 
behind certain trace minerals and 
elements, which add flavor, color, 
and, in some cases, coarseness 
levels. Table salt, on the other hand, 
is typically mined from underground 
salt deposits. It’s heavily processed to 
remove minerals and usually contains 
an additive to prevent clumping. 
Iodine is also normally added to table 
salt, which is an essential nutrient to 
help maintain a healthy thyroid. 


Personally, I like to use sea salt, 
because I like the coarseness of it. The 
important word here is “personally.” 
The type of salt you use in cooking 
or seasoning your food is definitely a 
personal preference.
